are accepting the voluntary rent

the nation as a whole, figures re- 
lea« « ed by C uriy W. W atson, area 
rent director, indicated Tuesday. 
A pproxim ately 8.7 per cent of 
the city’s tenants have agreed to 
accept a 15 per cent hike in their 
rent along N» ^ith a year’s lease to 
their quarters. The national av­ 
erage, as of Aug. 31, was only 
8 per cent. 
Of the 
19,700 apartm ent and 
house rental units registered in 
Lincoln, 1,716 are now under the 
lease plan, W atson said. 
Watson also said that at a re ­ 
cent conference in Chicago of the 
regional rent control office which 
he attended, the joint responsi­ 
bility of the rent director and new 
rent advisory board for proper ad ­ 
m inistration of the rent law was 
em phasized. 
Em phasis w as given to the fact 
that w hen a landlord can estab­ 
lish substantial hardship on rent 
return, the arwi director m ust now 
grant an adjustm ent in an am ount 
nece*sary to relieve hardship. This 
is in contrast to the previous rule 
that a hardship adjustm ent was 
lim ited to an am ount w hich would 
bring the rent into line w ith ren t­ 
als for com parable accom m oda­ 
tions. 'There are 14 other ground* 
under the regulation other than 
hardship on which a landlord may 
petition for an adjustm ent of his 
rent.

MONTANA—I went to a rodeo in Missoula, Mont., with a 
friend named Lew Ferguson, who runs a ranch in nearby Helm- 
ville. l-ew' used to do some rodeo competing himself before he got 
married, and he has some interesting observations to make on i^e 
quality of the average rodeo y ou find in the West today .

sport started when cattlemen got together to compete agaimst one 
another and di.splay their skill in their professions. 
Audience* 
consisted of other ranch hands and horse wranglers, all of whom 
Knew the fine points of the game as well as the contestants, so 
they were super-critical. There were trick-horse acts, rider acro­ 
batics, and fancy roping, but no contest or act was designed just 
for color or entertainment. F.ach had something to do with serious 
cowboy ing.

Then sightseers began flooding the West, rodeos became tht 
greatest touring attraction, and naturally they became big busi­ 
ness. 
The basic idea remained—performers still had to display • 
their skill in roping and ly ing, wlld-horse breaking, and herding— 
but a lot of new acts came in just for the sake of providing thrills, 
chills, and amu.sement for the new and not-so-critical element in 
the audience. Brahma steer riding, for example, is » oday one of 
the most popular acts, and no rodeo is complete without the big, 
rough, and dangerous Brahmas. 
Riding them takes the utmost 
skin and courage, and it is exciting to watch a man try to hang on 
to one, but. as Lew say s, who the hell ever heard of riding 
a 
Brahma steer to do a day ’s work? 
The Missoula rodeo was very fine. There was some grand- 
standing and showmanship a la Madison Square Garden, but 
most of the conteslanU were local hands, most of the audience 
was made up of local people, and the few performers who did 
make mistakes knew belter than to try clowning their way out of 
it. The star attraction was a quadrille performed by three dozen 
rider* from Idaho, who call themselves the “Jefferson County 
Sheriff’s Posse," and who were mounted on some of the finest 
specimen* of horseflesh that can be found in this part of the 
country , whirh prides itself on its beautiful horses. 
They did 
their drilling and their dancing with a graceful precision that 
would have the most stiffnecked Cossack green with envy , and 
they brought every person in the hard-boiled audience to his feet 
in tribute.

To an outsider the spectacle w'ould have been beautiful in 
Itself, but the experienced onlooker* were proud because they 
love horses and like to see what they can do after months of 
painstaking training. These were not trick horses or trick riders 
—they w'cre working animals and men who spent their spare tim« 
training together. There is a lot of the old West still around, if 
y ou look for it.

Blast, Fire Destroy 
Big Excursion Boat 
.. Score May Be Dead In Pittsburgh River Explosion 


HAMBURG, Germany—(AP)— 
British troops using clubs and fire 
hoses emptied today the last of 
three transports which brought 
the Exodus 1947 J ews to Germany. 
Some kicking, screaming J ews, 
their heads bloodied in 90 minutes 
of fighting aboard, were carried 
bodily from the transport, the 
Runnymede Park, after a sitdown 
■trike against landing. 
An official British casualty re­ 
port said 33 J ews, including 13 
women, w'ere injured and that 10 
of them were hospitalized. An 
earlier report said three British 
soldiers were hospitalized with in­ 
juries. 
Correspondents on the dockside 
counted at least six J ewish men 
with bleeding heads. About 20 
others were borne down the gang­ 
plank face downward, as if un­ 
conscious. 
Use Van» and Trains. 
The violence attending the un­ 
loading of the Runnymede Park 
contrasted with the peaceable de­ 
barkation of the refugees aboard 
the Empire Rival a few hours 
earlier. The first of the transports, 
the Ocean Vigour, was emptied, 
with some violence, yesterday. 
Vans and trains left the Ham­ 
burg docks with the refugees for 
displaced persons’ quarters in the 
area nearby. 
Thus was complet­ 
ed another phase in the odyssey 
which began J uly 10 when the 
J ews began a futile attempt to 
reach Palestine aboard the Exo­ 
dus 1947 from the port of Sete 
France. 
The steel-helmcted troops un­ 
dertook the forcible disembarka­ 
tion of the J ews aboard the Run­ 
nymede Park ^fter the passengers 
rejected two ultimatums to leave 
peacebly 
Bitter Resistance. 
When some 300 British troops 
moved into position for the oper­ 
ation, armed with clubs and wear­ 
ing tear gas goggles, many of the 
J ews began to leave peacefully 
But others resisted bitterly. 
The troops turned fire hoses on 
the shouting and singing refugees 
who resisted attempts to force 
them up from the holds. 
J ews who pressed against the 
barred windows of the police vans 
bringing them on the last leg of 
this journey lookad bruised and 
dishevelled, 
eye-witnesses 
said, 
and the clothing of many was 
torn. 
The convoy of vans was 
accompanied by a bus full of blue 
uniformed military government se­ 
curity officers, two military po­ 
lice jeeps and a truck containing 
about 40 German police.

A total of $1.500,000 will b« 
available for direct loans u nd» 
the Farmers Home Administration 
program in Nebraska during th« 
current fiscal year. Director Ernest 
Frish, reported Tuesday. 
Available for production and 
subsistence loans will be $1,125,- 
000 which will provide short term 
credit at five per cent interest for 
farmers who require funds for th« 
purchase of seed, feed, livestotrlc 
and farm equipment. 
Water Facilities Loans.
